The STobject matters of claims 1-3 and 11 do not appear to be novel with 
respect to the Document 1, cited in the ISR. 

The subject matters of claims 6, 7 and 12 do not appear to be novel with 
respect to the Document 4, cited in the ISR. 

The subject matter of claims 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step 
with respect to the Document 1 and the Document 2, cited in the ISR. 

The Document 2 discloses a condenser that is 300 mm in height, 700 mm in 
width as if s seen from the front. It also discloses a refrigerant tube 
up to 1.8 mm in height and a spacing of 5 . 5 to 8 mm between each tube . 

A skilled person in the art would regard it as a design procedure to change 
the size of a condenser disclosed in the Document 1 to that of the condenser 
disclosed in the Document 2 . 

The subject matter of claim 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step 
in view of the Document 1 and the Document 3, cited in the ISR. 

The DocToment 3 discloses a refrigerant contains 5 to 50 mass % of a compressor 
lubricant . 

A skilled person in the art would regard it as a design procedure to apply 
the refrigerant disclosed in the Document 3 to the condenser disclosed in 
the Document 1 . 

The subject matter of claim 8 does not appear to involve an inventive step 
in view of the Document 4 .

V 2. Citations and explanations 

The Document 4 discloses a condenser that has 16 refrigerant tiobes in total 

and the nuinber of tubes positioned below the center line of the refriaerant 
inlet is 7. 

So if the nuinber of refrigerant tubes in total is doubled to 32, a skilled 
person would regard it as a design procedure to double the nuinber of the 
tubes positioned below the center line of the refrigerant inlet to 14 . 

The subject matter of claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step 
with respect to the Document 2 and 4 . 

The subject matter of claim 10 does not appear to involve an inventive 
step with respect to the Document 3 and 4. . 

The subject matters of claims 13-16 and 17 do not appear to involve an 
inventive step with respect to the Document 1,3 and 4. 
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
